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GOSSIP OF THE RUNNERS.

ANOTHER GREAT YEAR FOR THE
TURF IS LOOKED FOR.

Impessible te Fatimate Amount of Money
Wagered at Local Tracks During
the Past Season—More Trouble for
Ryan—Success for California Tracks.

The prosperity of racing, as exemplified
by the State tax amounting to $170.0%5 8%
this year, has caused no end of discussion as
to the amount of money involved in the sport
of kings. 'The gross receipts of all tracks
operating in this State for the past vear were
$8,401.717.80.  This amount includes money
paid b the public for admis<ion to the vi-
rious racecourses where hetting was allowed,
The question naturally arises, therefore,
how much money was wagered on the races
at New York tracks in the same period?
Bookmakers are not inclined to tell of their
transactions in the ring and consaquentiy
ap answer to this question is not abtainahble
from them But those who have watehed
the magnitude of the ring operations all the
year maintain that enough money was wagered
to pay off the national delu

“Take Futurity Dav for instance * said a
horseman who was discussing this point ves-
terday “There were close to 20 000 persons
at Sheepshead Bay when this event was run
this year Bookmakers upon that eccasion
aaid that half a million dollars was handled
in the ring on the six races It wus fre-
quently the case that the ‘Big Store’ book,
operated by Ullman and Weller, handled
$30.000 to a race. 1 do not believe that any-
body can estimate the total amount of money
wagered " )

In keeping with the record-breaking at-
tendance and receipts the amount of the
gtakes and purses paid to turfmen was never
greater. Yet, during the coming year the
racing associations will offer richer stakes
and more liberal purses than ever before
Though the popularity of the turf during
this yvear was at a height never expected by
the promoters of the sport. indications point
to an even more successful campaien in 1903
The breeding industry is booming and the
entries for the more fmportant stakes have
exceeded all prognostications In a word
racing {2 still on the upward grade with the
end not vet in sight

“Outlaw” Ryan is still having his troubles
at the Newport track.  On Monday his star
jockey, Cunningham, had the mount on
Sandflea, who, because of her elass, should
have won the third race with ease. In the
Ryan syndicate books the filly was held at
even money while several opposition lavers
quoted 6 to 5 and 8 to 5 at post time.
